The follow'ng day’ with the 
use of a hydrometer the strength af 
the syrup is taken and raised 5 per 
cent. by the add'tion of sugar, Dur- 
ing the firet four or five days the 
fruit is boiled for three minutes when 
the syrup is added. This is done w 
prevent fermentation. The syrup is 
strengthened 5 per cent per day un- 
til the hydrometer shows a 65 per 
cent solution, This takes about eignt 
days. The fruit is then left in the, 
syrup for two weeks, after which
